Heartrending Consequences of ‘A Legal 
Accident." 


Mr. Brady, M. P,,-in o letter to tho 
Times, gives the following painful account 
of a gentleman who, though innocent, 
was convicted, ‘The caso he states ac- 
curred ‘within the last four years::—” 
Mr. , @ young man of high char- 
acter, with respectable family connections, 
was employed for twelve years in One of 
the Jargest firms in the “Munchestef lina” 
in the city, the lastthree of which as buy- 
er for the establishment; in that capacity 
he laid outon an average from £40,000 
to £50,000 a year, In the early part of 
the year 1853, he left town for Manches- 
ter, by tho night mail; on arriving at -— 
station, he changed his mind, and deter- 
mined not to proceed to Manchester that 
night, On leaving the station for the ho- 
tel, he was stoppeil by a police-oflicer, 
who.accused him of stealing the carpet- 
bag which he had in his hand ; on exam- 
ination, it was found to be the property of 
another gentleman, Ile endeavored to 
explain that he took it by mistake ; but to 
no purpose. Ile was searched ; histick- 
et for Manchester was found on him.— 
This fact was considered conclusive evi- 
dence that his leaving the train at this 
intermediate station was done for feloni- 
ous purposes. Another policeman, com- 
ing up at the moment at once recognised 
in the person of Mr, ‘T° @ notorious 
swellmobsman from London, and jocosely 
taking the gold watch from my. friend's 
neck, said, “I suppose this is purt of the 
proceeds of your calling.” | Expostulation 
on the partof the accused was vain. He 
declared his innocence, and asked for his 
own bag; but the idea of his possessing 
such an article was utterly ridiculed, and 
hisrequest was looked upon as part of 
the sbarper's dodge, — Aftera little further 
ceremony, he was corifined in a cell for 
the night, to wait his examination. He 
implored permission to write to his wife, 
butso great a favor could sot be granted, 
‘Phe accusation, even at this carly 
stage, had done ils work. Excitement 
set in, and in the agony of his distress he 
conceived the futile design of attempting 
to escape from the horror of the place be 
Was in and tho foulness of the charge.— 
Unfortunately, the attompt was made, and 
from that momenthis fate was sealed. — 
Without being permitted to communicate 
with his friends, he wus examined before 
the magistrates and committed to the coun- 
ty jail, Eight days from this time his 
wife, who was in perfect ignorance of 
what had happened to her husband, weat 
in great distress of mind to the city to 
make inquiries as to his absence, when, 
to her consternation, she was told that 
there Was an account ina country news- 
paper of his having been committed to 
prison on a charge of robbery. At once 
she set off to his prison, and, after an in- 
terview, proceeded to the magistrate who 
committed him, witha view of having him 
bailed out, buvin-wain. ‘Lhe diy for lis 
trial was appointed ; the solicitor for the 
defence had instructions «o telegraph to 
his brother, a gentleman of high charac- 
ter in the City, who, with my unlappy 
friend's employer, intended to be present 
at the trial, to speak to character, But 
the fatality which in the first instance be 
fel him pursued him with unrelenting per- 
severince. ‘ho business of the court, 
which was calculated to occupy a certain 
timo, Was gotover much sooner than was 
atfirstexpected. Poor 'T’ was called 
upon to plead to the chnrge. His coun- 
sol, in defence, pointed out to the judge 
and jury the improbubility of a man com- 
miting such an act who held a position 
of great trust in sociely, and whose char- 
sr for honesty Way beyond all question, 
he should prove by evidence of the 
highest respectability. | After his address 
tho names of the witiesses for charactor 
were called ; but, as the trial unfortunate- 
ly took placo twenty-four hours earlior 
than in the ordinary course was expected, 
they were not present The jury without 
leaving the box, found him guilty; tho

In the outset we desire it to be understood 
that our remarks do not arise from a factious 
opposition to the parties in power, but from 
We can 
fully appreciate the difficulties which surround- 


only when tho question would materially affect 
themsolves, ‘This is certainly a local matter, 
and should be settled by ourselves, 

But, say the Ministry, we find it difficult to 
agree among. ourselyes, and the Queen being 
a disinterested party, is the proper person to 
s this, we would ask, the 
only dificult question which exists or may 
arise? “Will it not be as difficult to settle Rep- 
resentation by Population, the School question, 
and a host of others? Ave we then to refer all 
these to the Home Government, because for- 
sooth the Ministry might endanger their places 
by affirming any fixed policy respecting tem 
We say, if the argument is good for anything, 
it may be carried to these legitimate lengths. 
On this account no precedent could be more 
dangerous to our constitutional powers than 
the ono lately established. 

But, say some, it is no violation of our sys- 
tem of self-government to settle the matter in 
this way, because it is done by our own con- 
sent, Could we not haye consented just as 
well to have called in the arbitraiion of the ad- 
joining Republic, or either of the sister Pro- 
vinees? If the Queen derives her authority 
only by our consent, then they would in like 
manner to the same extent. But had we gone 
to the White House at Washington, or to the 
Governments of Nova Scotia or New Brun 
wick, for the adjustment of our Legislative di 
ficulties, we would haye deservedly become, as 
we are now, the laughing-stock of the world. 
We may consent to make of ourselves foo 
and like Esau we may barter away our consti 
tutional birthright for a mess of pottage; but 
instead of this being an argument in our favor, 
it makes us the objects of scorn and degrada- 
tion. The liberties and rights of a country 
may be trampled upon and taken away by a 
tyrannical and overpowering enemy, as were 
those of Hungary after a heroic struggle, and 
that oppressed and down-trodden nation may 
receive the respect, the sympathy, and the ad- 
miration of all free nations; but where a na- 
tion after having fought for and secured its 
freedom, should then freely and of its own ac- 
cord give back the results of their conquest, 
and allow themselves to go back into servitude, 
no scorn would be too withering, no execra- 
tions too severe to be heaped upon them. 
much for such an unworthy apology for so de- 
grading an act, 

But aside from all this, it may be asked, how 
shall Her Majesty be enabled to select an ap- 
propriate place? Her knowledge of our situa- 
ation and ciroumstances must of necessity be 
too limited to make a discreet choice. She 
must therefore get her information from our 
Government, or through petition from the com- 
peting cities of Canada. Toronto, we believe, 
1s already on the alert, and has taken the ini- 
tiative in petitioning Victoria to smile conde- 
scendingly on the “ Queen of the West,” Oth- 
er cities will do the sam, and our good Queen 
will be puzzled in the extreme to please the 
wishes of her contending suppliants. If she 
refers fo the Canadian Corea she will 
be no better off. One Minister of the Crown 
will say Toronto, another Kingston, a third 
Quebec, a fourth Montreal, and so on to the 
end of the chapter, while our passive Governor 
will try and saye his credit by saying nothing.

The following letter received by Mr. Jacob

tion. As allusion is made to several persons 
from this vicinity, it will be read with interest, 


Battanat, Noy, 9th, 1856, 
I have been very busy this winter 
sinking the deep hole that L mentioned before.— 
Alex, McDonald was in when I wrote to you | 
He and Lare mates, He gota share on another 
Teud that paid pretty well, and I had to take bie 
place in the Sebastopol hole. Weare nearly work- 
ed out; I expcet wo will fuish in three weeks or so. 
The hole is 260 fect decp. ‘There is a large party 
of Us—five claims joined together,—and it goes by 
the name of the **Scbastopol Co operative Gold 
Miving Company.” This Teo has to be worked 
in large parties, on account of the dopth of sinking 
several claims worked from one shalt. ‘There hi 
been a Jaw passed for that purpose, and no side- 
claima are ullowed on either side. The mining 
regulations are quite difforcot (rom what they were 
when you were here, Under the new law a party 
is sure of the gulier on any of the leads, a8 no out- 
siders are allowed, and jumping is done away with. 
This lead is about three miles from Ballarat, and 
thore have been several new leads found out lately 
between bere and Ballarat. We have a puddling 
machine at the creck, and a railroad fiom the hole 
tothe machine. The distance from tho claim to 
the creek is about a quarter of a mile, and we run 
down the wash dirt in small waggons with cast-iron 
Wheels huving flanges, like car wheels, to keep them 
on the track 5 bul as we have no cngine, the care 
are pushed along by hand, Each car will hold 
bout a cart-lood, and two men can push them alon 
with case. The hill going down to the creck is 
sleep, and we have a pulley or wheel al the top of 
the bill, round which we pass a rope with a hook 
on euch end to hook on to the waggons,—and the 
loaded waggon going down brings up the empty 
one to the top of the hill. There is a place half

On Satur lay evening, while one of the 
largest and most brilliant audiences ever 
seen in America was enjoying the spleu~ 
did performance of :dadi Chamouni,” 
inthe Philadelphia scademy of music, 
there was a scene of startling contrast bee 
hind the curtain, A very worthy mem- 
ber of the female chorus, whose services, 
from her long experience, were very val~ 
uable, died suddenly in the green-room, 
just as the oppera was about to begin, of 
diseaso of the heart, It was a shocking 
and solemn incident, and created a great 
deal of agitation among the perform.

SEVENTY THOUSAND PERSONS KILLED— 
RENEWED ATTEMPT AT POISONING. 


The New York Journal of Commerce 

publishes the following letter :— 
Macao, January 29, 1857. 

All foreign business is not only suspend- 
ed, but entirely at an end, both here, at 
Hong Kong, and at Canton. Since my 
last letter, the greater portion of the Wes- 
tern suburbs of the latter city, in which 
were situated nearly all the warehouses, 
shops, dtc, concerned in foreign trade, 
have been consumed. Of the total de- 
struction of the foreign factories, you will 
have heard by my last letter, The Chi- 
Nese compute tl@ir losses, in houses, 
shops, go-downs, &c., at over 4000 build- 
ings, up to the present time ; and in mer- 
chandise, and the value of the above pro- 
perty, they state their losses atten millions 
of dollars—which is, probably not far 
from the truih. We cannotof course know 
very acctirately the damage sustained by 
tho city of Canton; since the bombardment 
began, 26th of October last; butas the 
latter has been kept up with more or loss 
pertinacity, to within a few days ago, 
when the English Admiral retired with 
his forces from before the city, it is fair 
to suppose that the Chinese do not over- 
estimate the loss of life, when they state 
it at'70,090, of all ages and sexes. Ev- 
erything favors this calculation? as it is 
well known that the streets are excecd- 
ingly narrow, the population of great den- 
sily, the means or the power to move, 
within the reach of comparatively few ; 
while the custom of closing the yates of 
every street, during a period of public

To say nothing of all the other distresses 
which have been rivetted upon them, and 
which are inseparable from such a condi- 
tion of things, the total destruction of the

aro very opprossive in their effects, Still, 
up the present moment, the Chinese do 
not make the slightest concession. The 
Viveroy, Yeh,in all his official documents, 
is as firm at this moment as he was when 
the Arrow lorcha was seized by his offi- 
cerson the 8th of October last. ‘I'he 
people, too, are even more bitter and ex- 
asperated agaiustihe English, and perhaps 
all foreigners ; and notwithstanding their 
distresses and their sufferings, their op: 
Position to everything which bears tho ap- 
pearance of reconciliation, or terms of 
any kind, is greater than ever. 

At Hong Kong, a most comprehensive 
schemo to poison the foreign community 


tion of the 15th instant. Upwards of 
400 porsons were poisoned ; many had} 
most narrow escapes from death, the sul- 
ferings of all were droadful,—but provi- 
dentially itis not ascertained that a sin- 
gle person died. ‘Iho quantity of arse- 
nic was foo large, so that Immediately af- 
ler eating tho bread, sickness and nousea 
followed, and the poison was thus ejocted 
from the stomach. ‘I’lie effects, however, 
are many, and up to the present time may 
bo seen. Since then, another attempt has 
beon made, but on a much more moder 
scale, through poisoned oranges, a quan: 
tity of which (about 5,000 in number)was 
introduced intu the coluny, It failed, how-| 
ever, in this instance, as too little of the! 
poison had been absorbed by the fruit, al-| 
though two died, and they Chineso. ‘Ihe 
Chinese have a method of poisoning or- 
angos, by piercing them in the first in- 
stance with minute holes, and then plac 
ing them over tho vapour of the poison: 
ous subsinnce, which they then cause! 
them to inhale, 
Attempts have also been made to fire! 
the settlement. ‘That the Chinoso are| 
subtle onough to create some groat catas- 
trophe, is well known, but how or when 
no one can divine. ;

Poisoned Tea—Beware of it. 


“An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure,” is a good old adage, which 
we commend to our readers on the pre- 
sont occasion, ‘The last news from Chi- 
na was tolhe ct thatthe Chinese were 
poisoning everything that was likely to 
find its way among the English and 
Americans. Bread, water and tea were 
being poisoned by some one or other of 
the deadly poisons so well known in Chi- 
na. 

We expect to hear of awful and over- 
whelming calamities to both these nations 
from their intercourse with China. The 
Chinese regard us with horror, and we 
have no doubt that they have been poi- 
soning tea, preserved ginger, and eyery 
thing likely to be bought and consumed 
by Europeans aud Americans. We think 
our countrymen ought to be on their 
guard, and until long after this war is over. 
Beware of tea or any article of cousump- 
tion that comes from China, for we may 
be certain that it will be poisoned. We 
do not believe there is a poun! of tea or 
box now being shipped from China but 
what is poisoned, and it will continue so 
for sometime. We have received a tele- 
graph despatch this morning from Wash- 
ington, and it states that a gentleman, re- 
cently arrived from China, bought a 131b 
box of Hyson ten. He went on to Wash- 


this 13lb box to the keepers of the Na- 
tional Hotel. ‘They used it in the hotel, 
and at least a thousand persons are dead 
and are dying from it. China and the 
Chinese will punish us in the same way, 
and the only method by which we can 
Save ourselves from a calamity that will 
nearly depopulate us as a nation by send- 
ing death into every house in the land, is to 
ayoid tea as we would Prussic acid 
There is no safety in anything Chi- 
nese, and we say or every American to 
stop drinking tea from China, It will 
prove a liquid death to you and your chil- 
dren. Nobody will trust it, Already 
shipments have been made from Chinain 
large quantities, The Custom House 
should stamp every box of of tea that ar- 
rives atthis port with a Death’s Head, 
We feel compelled by a sense of duty 
to tell our readers, that there is no safety 
to their lives or the lives of those they 
love, but total abstinence from tea or any- 
thing Chinese. If they do not their 
deaths may rest on their own hands, not 
on ours.

not stand alone. We must call forth an 
intelligent and consistent opposition to the 
demands of Romanism, and to those ten- 
dencies in the Church of England, of 
which Romanism is but the matured de- 
velopment, 

The great want of the times is a House 
of Commons thoroughly imbued with the 
principles of the Reformation, to which, 
under God, England owes its greatness 
and liberty. Your suffrages, therefore, 
should be reserved for sincere and intelli- 
gent Protestants, whose past lives. have 
proved that they have not now for the 
first time to learn what Popery is. 

{n thus reminding you of your princi- 
ples, and their legitimate application in 
the present day, the committeo are acwua- 
ted beth by their regard to Scriptural truth, 
and their love of civil and religious lib- 
erty. 

That liberty is unknown wherever Ro- 
manism prevaile ; that liberty would be 
imperilled were Romanism to gain pre- 
dominance in power, if notin numbers, 
in our own land. While, therefore, we 
grant them full toleration in the exercise 
of their-religion, and all political rights 
as cilizeas—privileges which, when they 
possess the power, they invariably deny 
to Protestants-—the predominance at 
which they are now aiming must be stea- 
dily and energetically resisted.

The last arrival from England brings intel- 
ligence that the Elections then transpiring 
were all terminating triumphantly in favor of 
Lord Palmerston and his Chinese policy.— 
When we consider the odds against which the 
Premier had to fight, this victory cannot be 
overrated. ‘Themen who were arrayed ngainst 
him are among the most famous and talented 
inthe kingdom. It is certainly no “child’s 
play” to enter the lists of political tournament 
with such skilful and powerful antagonists as 
Bright, Cobden, Layard, Miall, Gladstone, Dis- 
racli, and Lords John Russell and Derby,— 
individuals who haye long figured largely and 
brilliantly on the pages of England’s political 
history, Palmerston has, however, single- 
handed and alone, taken up the gauntlet which 
they seornfully throw at his feet; he has dis-

While these demi-barbarous nations 
enjoy every freedom and commercial privilege 
from the surrounding nations of the world, it 
is a matter of grave doubt whether they have 
a right to refuse the fullest reciprocity,  Na- 
tions may haye the full and sole right to make 
and enforce whatever laws they may think ex- 
pedient to regulate their own internal interests, 
and other nations should not interfere. Inter- 
national and commercial laws however, which 
affect the privileges and interests of all coun- 
tries and nations, are appropriate subjects of} 
foreign interference. We think therefore that 
when nations do not act ina neighborly way, 
they should be compelled to, vi et armis. If 
England, France, and the United States only 
remain firm and decided, they will make the 
Mongol race better and more profitablo citi- 
zens of the world than they haye been, Asa 
teacher of national etiquette, we know of none 
more accomplished than Palmerston. Success 
and long life to his Lordship!

We are informed that a Petition in the hand- 
writing of a certgin officious Barrister of our 
Town has been clandestinely circulated, the 
object of which is to remove Mr. Meacham 
from the Post Office.
